In the house where the violations were found, there is no floor 
under the toilet on the second floor except for a piece of ply­ 
wood. 
The fixture is almost directly above the kitchen sink 
where m eals are prepared for the six residents; the plywood 
is visible in the upper right-hand corner of this picture. 


Wallpaper in the living room was tattered and sagging heavily 
in one spot; steps leading to a sleeping room on the third floor 
were com pletely m issing; light fixtures were hanging loose.
